I, Louis Brown Abrams, being over the age of eighteen, declare as follows: 

1 . I am the President and founder of High Voltage Graphics, Inc. ("High Voltage"). 
I founded High Voltage in 1985. I founded High Voltage's sister company, Fiberlok, in 1979. 
Fiberlok is a licensee of the above application and is the manufacturer of a commercial 
embodiment of the invention disclosed in the above-identified application. I receive . 
compensation from and am an equity owner of both High Voltage and Fiberlok. I am also an 
inventor of the above-referenced invention. 

2. This Declaration is being submitted in connection with an Information Disclosure 
Statement under 37 CFR § 1.97 for the above-referenced patent application, under 37 CFR § 
1.98. 

3. A decorative article has been produced for many years, which consists of a carrier 
sheet attached to first ends of flock fibers, a latex, typically acrylic, adhesive attached to the 
oppositing second ends of the flock fibers, a pre-formed polycarbonate film attached to the latex 
adhesive, and a paper carrier attached to the pre-formed polycarbonate film. The article is 
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manufactured by applying the liquid latex to the pre-formed polycarbonate film, flocking the 
liquid latex adhesive, drying the adhesive, cleaning the flock (removing free flock fibers from the 
dried adhesive), and applying a release liner to the free ends of the flock using a pressure 
sensitive adhesive.
